(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shail furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

By-law No. 1711, 1969 


A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way 
for Drainage Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council deems it neces- 
sary and in the public interest to expro- 
priate for drainage purposes the right-of- 
way hereinafter described: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Coquitlam 
enacts as follows:— 

1. This by-law may be cited as “ Co-

The said lands are situate, lying, and 
being in the Municipality of Coquitlam, 
in the Province of British Columbia, and 
being more particularly described as fol- 
lows: The one hundred and seventy-six

New Westminster District, according to 
Plan Five thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-two (5972), as shown outlined 
red on Plan Thirty-five thousand six hun- 
dred and thirty-two (35632), deposited 
in the New Westminster Land Registry. 

3. The rights expropriated by this by- 
law shall include the rights to construct. 
install, inspect, maintain, operate, pre- 
pare, improve, extend, and enlarge drain- 
age pipes, manholes, and all other neces- 
sary appurtenances and works (herein- 
after called “the said drainage works’’) 
over, through, under, and upon the said 
right-of-way and the right to have unob- 
structed access to and to enter upon the 
said right-of-way at all times with men, 
equipment, machinery, and materials for 
all the aforesaid purposes. 

4. The Council shall file plans and 
specifications of the said drainage works 
with the Clerk, who shall, on receiving 
the same, issue the statutory notice re- 
quired by section 483 of the Municipal 
Act. 

5. The Council shall, by its servants, 
agents, and licensees, exercise the rights 
hereby expropriated in a good workman- 
like and reasonable manner. 

6. For the purposes aforesaid, The 
Corporation of the District of Coquitlam, 
by its servants, agents, and licensees, is 
hereby authorized to enter upon the 
hereinbefore-described lands or any part 
thereof for the purposes of digging 
trenches for other works and for the pur- 
poses of excavating and moving soil, rock, 
gravel, vegetation, and other matter for 
such drainage works as in the opinion of 
the Municipal Engineer may from time 
to time be necessary, and to lay or install 
pipes, manholes, or connections on or 
under the said lands, and from time to 
time thereafter to enter upon the said 
lands for the purpose of inspecting, clean- 
ing, repairing, maintaining, replacing, re- 
moving, or stopping up any such pipes, 
manholes, or connections. 

7. Any real property injuriously affected 
by the carrying-out of the installation, 
operation, or maintenance of the afore- 
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said drainage works or any of them may 
be entered upon by the workmen or the 
employees of The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Coquitlam, or by the contractors 
employed by the Corporation to carry out 
the works, and they and each of them are 
hereby authorized so to enter and order 
to execute such works of construction, 
maintenance, or repair, in mitigation of 
injury done or apprehended, or in mitiga- 
tion of compensation claimable by reason 
of or through the carrying-out of the work 
authorized. 

8. This by-law shall, before coming 
into effect, be published once in The 
British Columbia Gazette and in a news- 
paper published or circulated in the Mu- 
nicipality of Coquitlam, and a certified 
copy of the by-law shall be filed in the 
Land Registry Office at New Westminster 
in the Province of British Columbia.
